Final consideration of tire petition for 
repeal'of the ordinance closing saloons 
on Sundays was postponed until June 
Utli. 


The entire proceedings lasted about 


an hour, but that hour was quite a lively 
and eventful one. The saloon keepers 
and tho cold water advocates divided 
themselves by a natural process of segre- 
gation.

SUNDAY CLOSING. 


A Suggestion That Hostilities Stop 


Uutll a Decision is Rendered. 


EDITOR KUI-UHUCAX :—There seems to 


be much ill feeling created and bnd 
blood engendered in the matter of the 
Sunday closing ordinance. If it will 
give no offence, I would like to make a 
suggestion in the matter in the interest 
ol temporary pence at least. 


Without touching upon the merits of 


the ordinance, which it would be per- 
liaps impertinent in me, not, residing 
within tho city, to cliacuaa, l«t me say 
that there is at least a grave doubt as to 
the power of the supervisors of the 
county to make a police regulation like 
the one in question, which shall be valid, 
within the limits of an incorporated city 
embraced in the county. 


A like ordinance, us I understand it, 


enacted by the supervisors of Kings 
county is being tested in the supreme 
court of this state. A suloon keeper in 
the city of Uanford, arrested for keep- 
ing his"saloon open on Sunday, has been 
brought before that court on habcns cor- 
pus, the sheriff makingV return that he 
holds him under a conviction for viola- 
tion of the county ordinance, and not 
otherwise. 
The prisoner claims that the ordi- 


nance is unconstitutional, in that the 
citv authorities only have power to 
make police regulationsojierative within 
the city. The constitutional provision 
on this subject, section 11 of article XI, 
ia as follows: 


"Any county, city, town or township 


may make and enforce within its limits 
all such local, police, sanitary and other 
regulations as are not in conflict with 
general laws."

BOREAS ON A BENDER. 


One of the Heaviest May Storms 


in Thirty Years. 


At half past 3 yesterday afternoo 


while thy supervisors 
were wrestling 


with tho Sunday closing ordinance, a 
sudden darkening of the sky was fol- 
lowed by a dazzling flush of lightning. 
Then came a heavy peal of thunder 
Two more Hashes and two more peale 
were succeeded by gusts of wind that 
shook the trees in tbo court house 
square like slender reeds. 


In a very little while torrcutsof water 


poured down to the foot of Muripoau 
street, where a pool was formed six 
inches deep, extending nearly across 
tho roadway. The sewer failed to carry 
off the storm water, and the back al- 
leys were Hooded. In several of the 
low-lying houses tho invading element 
bucked up till it burst tbo pipes and 
covered the floors to a depth of two 
inches. Tulure street, from N to P, was 
converted into a lake. 


Residents on the east side of lowu had 


their yards strewn with branches torn 
frovn the trees. One of these brunches, 
torn from a poplar at the corner of Mur- 
iposa and P streets, fell with a. crasli 
against tho side of the adjoining house. 
It was over twenty feet long, measuring 
five inches in diameter at the thickest 


"We had one rain storm as heavy as 


this in May, 1892," said observer J. K. 
Williams, when interviewed last even- 
ing.

rainfall for a May day. There must be 
some connection between this storm und 
the fact that it wus extremely cold out 
on the Mojave desert early this morn- 
ing."

"It's a good thing (hut virtue is its

Liko all tlsh, the 
omcod has habits. Unliko many fishes, 
tone of the tomcoiVs habits is bad. Yet 
he most innocent and touching of them

ilong tho Thames river. His very vir- 
tues are his ruin. Ho might better be a 
vicious rollicking, thieving dogfish, the 
tomcod might, ten times over than his 
own highly reputable ami innocent self. 
He would live many times as long as hu 
does and have a heap moro fun, because 
then folks wouldn't jig for him. A 
good many scores of my compatriots 
take advantage of his trustfulness and 
jig him from his chilly but congenial 
home by the bushel. 


"Never jigged for tomcods? Then it

Whether that is so 01- not, tho fact 
remains that thn toothsome tomcod is 
the most confiding, credulous and inno- 
cent of fishes. "—New York Sun.
